SHIPS COMMAND HIGH PRICES 


Rise in Valuee ef All Klnde of Steam- 
ara Since Outbreak ef War Has 
Been Enormous. 


Extraordinary figures have recently 
been fetched by steamers, especia I ly 
«nailer and older ateanera, that the 
admiralty does not covet for its own 
use, state* the London Economist. For 
instance, a small steamer of 350 tons 
m, built in 190V. and soluble only 
for the coasting and continental trade, 
changed hands a short time back at 
115,000, the price working out at 
more than £40 a too gross and £100 a 
tun net. In peye times, if she had sold 
for £12 a ton *he would have made a 
good enough bargain for her owners, 
so that fbe rise in her value la quite 
fantastic. Under such conditions own­ 
ers are naturally tempted to sell their 
property and keep the money by them 
to be invested in shipping when pfli^s 
rail. So long as the ship* are not sold 
out of the country no objection can be 
taken, and it la significant that the big 
fleet of the London A Northern com­ 
pany was recently sold *mtrtg*rt at a 
price that gave the shareholder* a pre­ 
mium of 450 per cent on tie ir holdings, 
and teft enough over to cinüi»ensate the 
managers to tfie ext eat of LjOU.tkjM. 


Chinese Make Milk From Beans. 
The threatened shortage of milk 
might not look so $erious If the Chi­ 
nese method of making bean milk 
«ere established^!! this country. Ttn* 
beans are soaked for some time and 
then crushed between stones. 
The 
crushed pulp is strained through a 
cloth, diluted with water and boiled. It 
is strained again after boiling aud then 
bottled ready for use. This product 
looks like fresh milk and has a decid­ 
edly pleasant taste. Chemical analysis 
shows its percentage of fat to be equal 
to good cows’ milk. 
In China It is 
produced at low cost; 50 cents a mouth 
will buy a pint a day. A special yel 
low bean Is used for this purpose. Ex- 
perimerits looking toward their intro­ 
duction Into this country havé already 
been begun by the department of agri­ 
culture.
